After studying the Pine Tree 3d varieties, I can 
account for the mystery of the wide and narrow 0 only as 
follows: 


Noe 37 was struck first and had the third S on 
the obverse properly erect and without serifs. Then the S 
was recut in a slanted position and the messed up H onthe 
reverse was cleaned up to make Noe 36. Then the die was 
used for a long time until part of the G was hurt and was 
recut into your new variety. The extra serif on the base 
of the second T on the obverse of the new variety tends to 
confirm this order of die change. 

Please check from this point of view and see if 
you find any discrepancies. 

Thanks for letting me share this fun.

I like your explanation, but, I think that you should await Cyril's 
piece, and then come to a conclusion. I checked, and found that I had 
sold the other 37 in January 1965. That's over a year ago, but, I 
wrote to the party, and asked to borrow it. I hope he still has it, 
or can trace it. Meanwhile, the only thing I have here for examination 
is the Noe plate (Wurtzbach is too dark), and there appears to be a 
mark under the 'S' in such a spot that it might be the remains of the 
slanted 'S'. At any rate, whether your new sequence is correct or not, 
we still have stages of this die instead of two. You didn't mention 
anything about my original comments on the photo of the narrow G 36 
that I sent. It is an earlier state than the regular 36 . As I recall 
at that time, I mentioned a few points that bring this out, but, the 
obvious one that I see now is that on the photo, the 2nd T is lacking 
the right bottom foot. In looking at the plate of 37 again, it appears 
that the outline of the wide H is under the narrow H,' which would 
throw out your sequence if this is borne out by examination of the coin 
itself. I had to write to Breen yesterday, so I enclosed copies of 
these photos, telling him that we were working on this, but didn't give 
® him any of our thoughts on it. Let's see what he comes up with, or.

What you say sounds logical, except for one thing, and that's the recut 
H on 37. I couldn't locate the other 37, and have nothing to work with 
but the plate in Wurtzbach. Some of the important things there just 
don't show up to well. It seems to me that the narrow H on 37 is a 
re cu tting of the wide one on 36 . There also seems to be a vestige of 
^ "the slanting S of 36 under the upright one on 37, but the plate is too 

indistinct to be certain of what I see. Points to support your progression 
can be found on the reverse, s4ch as the lack of serifs on the A of 37, 
and the addition of them as well as the joining of the bases of AN on 36 . 

1 ^^ When you've finished, please send Hawleys coins to me. Also, what is the 
line under the 2nd S, and does it appear on 37? Is the 2nd S the same 
r.. both? Also, you never mentioned your opinion of the photo of the 

regular 36 I sent, which I don't think is regular, but earlier than 
what is known as the regular one. I think we actually have four states 
here. Please let me know what you think of this. Just found clear plates 
of 36 and 37 in the Jackman sale (lots 21 $ 22). From this it appears that 
the narrow H of 37 is definitely cut over the wide H of 36. Also the E 
which is close to the border of beads (low) in 36 appears to be recut in 
a higher position, and a vestige of the original E is still visible.

The same appears to be true of the 2nd A, and possibly the last T. 

The break between AS on the Stickney specimen (lot 30) is in a later 
state than the wide G specimen. The Charles Morris specimen (Chapman, 

1905, part I, lot 5), shows the die break in an earlier state than 
the new one with wide G. So, we have the regular 36 with no break, 
early state and late state. The New one with medium state break. 

I can't find anything that shows that area on 31 , t)ut, if I'm correct in 
the indications that point to 37 being last, then, isn't it possible 
that New was first, developed a break, which was poorly repaired, and 
at the same time recut to give the narrow G, making the early state 
without the bottom right foot of the last T. Then after a few strikings, 
the repair of the break didn't take, and it started again, and progressed 
thru the three stages mentioned,* and finally 37 made. That would give 
the four progressions. What still remains unanswered, and again points to 
your progression is the earlier state of the letters of the reverse of 
37. I think I'll do better with coins, so. I'll await Cyril's pieces, 
ifeanwhile, what's new on the book? When we finally have this FT3 all 
worked out, you can write it up, but, don't forget Christopher Columbiis.

Nice talking with you the other day. Still can’t understand Hawley’s 
attitude, but, though I feel badly about it, I guess that’s what he 
wanted to do, and just went ahead and did it. I don’t know what else 
he sold him, but, the Immunes are the ones that worry me, and still do, 
eben though you say that it isn’t too important. Anyway, I was at the 
lab today. They didn’t feel that X-Rays were critical enoiigh to show 
anything on the 3d, and couldn’t suggest any other scientific tests 
that would prove anything. However, my friend there did examine it 
under a 400X metallurgical microscope and reported that he couldn’t 
see any indications of tool marks within the G, and that the metal 
structure of all parts of the G itself seemed to be the same. He 
didn’t feel that this was definitive, since when examining under such 
high magnification, you can only see one small section at a time, and 
as you move the coin, you compare with what you’ve seen previously. 

He suggested that a photo be taken on an 8 X 10 negative, with a deep 
depth of focus, and then blow up the G. He felt that in that way you 
might be able to get a better comparison. Of course, the best proof would 
be to find another specimen, but, in absence of that, what can you suggest? 
I might have the man to take the photo, if you think that would do it.

Here are two more X-rays that Ted had made, one of the 3 d and another of the 
shilling. The 3 d is a bombshelll The black area under the GL shows that 
some work was done there, and the G is probably the result of expert retooling, 
vniat do you think? The shilling shows nothing conclusive, so, I took about 
1/32" down on one edge, going into the beading, because, if it was joined, 
it would have to show that deep. I see no indication of joining, with a 30 
power glass, but. I’ll let Ted take it, and examine it under a metallurgical 
microscope. Also, here's another Continental dollar. It has a good edge, 
and certainly looks genuine, but, these days I'm suspicious of everything. 

I note two suspicious spots within the circles of Virginia and N. Car. 

Could these spots be the entrance and exit for a good mold, that had a 
geod edge??? After you've examined it, and have come to a conclusion, 
please return it directly to Leo Yoiuig (it's his), and please register it 
for full value. Also, please let me have a copy of your k report on it. 

Please return these X-rays when you're finished. This short letter should 
give you enoiigh to do for a while, so. I'll let you get to work.

The Pugio 13-X which you submitted in your letter 
of Hoveiaber 25, 1966 is either a copper plated cast or a 
copper plated electrotype. 

It weighs 15?^ grains and has a specific gravity 
of 10,5. The specific gravity is far higher than a copper 
coin should be. 

The 8 in the date has an unnatural spread which 
is cast and not the result of damage to the coin itself. 

The surface of the coin on both sides is very 
rough. ^ 


casting metal or electrotype metal shows on 
the edge next to the first cinquefoil on the obverse and 
shews on the edge at 11 o’clock on the reverse. 

The artificial coloring on this coin is excellent 
both on the edge and the surface. 

It is an example of how deadly plated electrotypes 
or caste can be if done with modern techniques.
